STAY AWAKE 


Do je u tire of the continual talk these days of 
the various "challenges to democracy,” the "threats 
from w ithin and w ithout"? Don't let yourself. 
Are the frequent adm onitions to concern yourself 
personally w ith public affairs and keep your in ter­ 
est in governm ent constantly alive beginning to leave 
you cold? Don’t let them. 
The democracy you enjoy will not survive w ithout 
your persona! concern. Your boredom or Indiffer­ 
ence la one of the gravest of those "th reats from 
w ithin.’’ A dictatorship is a lazy m an* governm ent 
A dem ocracy m ost decidedly is n o t 
One of the m ost imaginable reasons for the m ain­ 
tenance of your interest in your governm ent becomes 
clear w ith a little reflection on an observation made 
by an educator during a recent teachers’ conference 
in New York. The constant danger in a democracy 
whose citizen* are not alert, he said, is that the peo­ 
ple will not know in whose hands the power lies 
and what is being done w ith th a t power. 
If you lived under a dictatorship it would be 
cry stai-clear where the pow er lay. Your obligation 
as a citizen of a dem ocracy is to keep informed. 
And once you are inform ed you will be particular 
w hat kind of men you send to Congress and the 
Legislature. N ever before in the hietory of the n a ­ 
tion are honest, sincere clear thinking m en m ore 
needed for our law m aking bodies than now. 
And 
Its up to you and us to see that the right kind of 
men are elected. 


W H A T R E A L L Y IS H A P P E N IN G

T Lerefore when both the Chinese and Jap an ese 
claim a victory on the same day, if s because th eir 
spokesm en assert it; when the Spanish loyalists and 
rebels both announce the capture of the sam e city, 
ifs because their headquarters proclaim it; w hen the 
new s dispatches from Tokio and Moscow contradict 
each other, its because the two representative gov­ 
ernm ents fall to agree. 
And even if a reporter should be am bitious and 
ag g ress1 v* enough to get a true story by independent 
tn*.ans, he would not be allowed to send it over the 
governm ent-censored telephones or cables. 
So th at 
the best a news servicer—such as Associated P ress or 
United P ress—can do is to se nd both stories and let 
the reader take his pick or strike a happy m edium .

W ith millions of people in our own m idst 
so badly needing a higher stan d ard of living, this 
is certainly anything but common sense. It is an y ­ 
thing but a progressive governm ent to- take the 
fruits of the w orkers in the U nited S tates and give 
it to the w orkers in Mexico. It w reaction of the 
w orst kind. 


C O M P ET IT IO N A N D P R O G R E SS 
Many of those th eorists w ho do not practice w hat 
they preach and are constantly advocating m ore and 
more governm ent control, contend th a t we do not 
w ant com petition; th at com petition is our trouble.
